This office has for distribution, 
sirychnine pellets to assist in the 
problem ot coyote control. These 
pellets may be set out under 
leaves or grass or placed about 
four inches under the snaw, so 
that birds will not pick them up. 
In the complete pellet salmon oil 
is used as an attractant and they 
may also be smeared with scent 
where no draw bait is used to at¬ 
tract coyotes to the area, such as a 
dead carcass. 

These pellets are proving very 
-successful in other areas and 
should be a valuable supplement to 
the Cyanide guns which have been 
available for the past year In our 
County. Anyone who is desirous of 
using this material may get In¬ 
structions on how to use It at this 
office as well as the material.
